The Silent Six 


HE REFUSAL of six Parti 
Quebecois members - elect to 
take the customary oath of alle- 
giance to the Queen has confronted 
Quebee’s new Premier Bourassa 
with his first jor procedural 
problem. It is not as trivial as some 
observers might claim, for quite 
apart from the matter of sentiment 
for the sovereign which: is. entailed 
in the problem, is the question of 
constitutional amendment.

~—~Queen is a house rule of the Quebec 


Assembly, and as oe ~be 
readily altéred, But it is part of 
the BNA Act, and therefore cannot 
be ignored or easily changed. The 
six recalcitrant members have 
rightly been refused seats in the 
Quebec Assembly, for even though 
they have been elected they have 
not .complied with a necessary 
requirement of membership. Mere 
lack of desire to conform is not 
sufficient’ reason for ignoring the 
Canadian constitution, and the 
incident takes on added importance 
in view of the separatist element in 
Quebec and the symbolic im- 
portance which many Quebecois will 
attach to the required oath. 

In Section 128 of the BNA Act it 
is stated that “every Member of ... 
a Legislative Council or Legislative 
Assembly of any Province shall 
before taking his seat therein take 
and subscribe before the Lieutenant 
Governor of the Province or some 
person authorized ‘by him, the Oath 
of Allegiance contained in the Fifth 
Schedule to this Act...”

The Problem of 


es QUESTION OF HOW TO 
defend the Canadian Arctic will 
probably be one of the most difficult 
and expensive defence problems in 
this decade. Last week the defence 
subcommittee on maritime forces 
suggested a three-point maritime 
defence consisting of satellite sur- 
veillance, nuclear submarines equip- 
ped'with conventional weapons, and 
sea-bottom sonor. All these mea- 
sures would be backed up by a force 
of long-range surveillance aircraft. 

In a key phrase the subcommit- 
tee recommended that Canada do 
the job itself, rather than in co- 
operation with other countries, 
because of the Arctic sovereignty 
issue. Doing it ourselves will mean 
paying for it ourselves. The going 
rate for nuclear submarines and 
long-range surveillance aircraft — 
even if such a buying binge were 
phased over three years — would 
leave us-with small change from our 
current $1.8 billions annual defence 
budget. 

Perhaps, as the subcommittee 
Suggests, the defence department

Arctic Defence 


may be able to purchase used 
nuclear submarines from the United 
States as they are phased out. But 
replacing the obsolescent Argus 
surveillance aircraft would cost 
about $300 millions alone.

The Violent Mideast Refugee Problem 


SS FIGHTING BE- 
tween Arab guerrillas and the 
duly constituted government of 
Jordan in the streets of Amman 
comes as no. surprise.

“Arab states, Jordan has tried to

Despite 20 years ‘of United 
Nations aid to the refugees, they 
still have nowhere to go and subsist 
in squalid camps around major 
Arab cities waiting to go home. 
After years of impatience many 
refugees have decided to accelerate 
the fight against Israel to regain 
their homes. They have even fought 
Jordanian government troops in 
trying to gain a free hand to pursue 
the anti-Israeli conflict. 


Refugee philosophy, often Marx- 
ist in tone, has attracted many 
young Arabs and threatened: the 
Lebanese and Jordanian govern- 
ments. Until a negotiated settlement 
between Israel and the-- Arabs 
produces a solution to the refugee 
problem they will continue to be a 
thorn in Israel's: side and a volatile 
element in Arab politics.

Big Task for a Short, Hot Summer 


GH expectations await the 29th ses- 

sion of the Quebec legislature, 
which opened Tuesday. The new govern- 
ment of young Liberal Premier Robert 
Bourassa is expected 
to, and indeed must, 
pull Quebec out of 
the stagnation and 
confusion in which it 
has wallowed since 
the death of Premier 
Daniel Johnson in 
1968 plunged the pro- 
vince info a power 
vacuum. 

Mr. Bourassa, a 36- 
year-old economist 
who faces his awesome task after only 
four years in politics-and five months as 
léader of his party, plans to begin his 
certain four to five yeays as. premier 
with a busy summer. The new session 
the National Assembly, in which the 
Liberals. hold 72 of the 108 seats, had 
been intended as a short one to clear up 
outstanding legislation and the more 
urgent aspects of the mess left behind by 
the departed National Union government. 

But Mr. Bourassa’s ministers, mostly 


. in his own age group and working night 


and day since their appointments on May 
12, have come up with about 20 major 
pieces of legislation that can’t wait for a 
fall session. So the surimer session is 
advertised to end about July 15, but with 
the debate on the inaugural speech, the 
budget due on June 18, a major debate 
expected on medicare, and an unprece- 
dented situation in the opposition, few 
expect the members to be released from 
the stifling old parliament buildings 
before mid-August, even sitting four days 
a week, two of them from 10.30 a.m. to 
10 p.m.. and two from 10.30 a.m. to 6 
p.m. “ 


Three-Party Opposition 

The opposition situation is that it is 
made up of three parties instead of the 
usual one. Former Premier Jean-Jacques 
Bertrand is leader of the official 
National Union Opposition consisting of 
the 17 survivors of the April 29 election 
holocaust. But Dr. Camille Laurin and 
his seven Parti Quebecois members, not 
yet seated because of their refusal to 
take the oath, and Camil Samson with 
his 12 Creditistes also have status as 
party leaders, which will add time to 
debates. 

An-early_ budget is_necessary because 
the previous gevernment_ failed to 
present one before calling the election — 
a gambit that the Liberals successfully 
presented as an effort to cover up 
Quebec’s miserable financial _ plight. 
Ministers and officials have been work- 
ing furiously to pare down waste 
expenses — they have found plenty of 
them — and present a budget with no 
tax increase. 

Medicare promises to provide the 
biggest legislative debate of the session. 
The National Union had legislated to 
introduce it July 1, but Jeft preparations 
for it in such total chaos as to be 
labelled ‘gross negligence” by Mr. 
Bourassa. The Liberal governihent will 
try to bring it about in workable form, 
but the Creditistes will attack it as 
socialistic and the Parti: Quebecois will 
agitate to make it more so. 


Work in Prospect 


The government will try to get all its 
departmental budgets approved by the 
end -of the session and to provide 
universal suffrage for all citizens — not 
just property owners — 18 and over in 
Montreal’s important Oct. 25 civic 
elections. The new. revenue minister, 
William Tetley, will seek to plug 
loopholes that cause the loss of millions 
of dollars of tax revenue yearly through 
fraud’ Important legislation will be 
passed allowing the caisses populaires 
(credit unions) to invest in private 
industry.” This will free $2 billion in 
savings hitherto confined to non-risk 
investments. And -work will have: to 
continue on Montreal school reorganiza- 
tion, a subject which created bitter 
English-French division under the pre- 
vious government. ..t dissolution, the 
Assembly's education committee had 
tentatively decided to hold further 
hearings on the matter in Montreal. 


Earlier, processions of Montrealers had 
come here to present often bitterly- 
worded briefs on the Natiorlal Union's 
proposed unified regional school boards, 
which would result in either English or 
French — usually English — being in a 
minority. 

The legislative calendar will be a 
heavy ome for Quebec’s short, hot 
summer, and MNA’s will undoubtedly 


sigh with relief-every Friday evening 0s 
they exchange the steambath of parlia- 
ment for the air-conditioned Rapido to 
Montreal, the new government’s power 
base and weekend political fence 
mending center for most Liberal mem- 
bers. But the ‘new government knows it 
has to live up to its advance billing and 
prove its efficacy from the start, never 
mind the heat.

SIDENT Nixon made Cambodia 
sound so good on the TV the other 
night that it almost seems a pity to 
leave the place. “AH our military 
objectives have been 


achieved,” he said, 
and the whole ad- 
venture was “the 


a way of making 
complicated and even 

things 
sound so simple and 
even triumphant that one wonders. His 
“interim report” on Cambodia was more 
like a lawyer’s argument or even a TV 
commercial, complete with movies, than 
a Presidential statement on a major 
world event, but its political wallop 
should not be underestimated. 

He was talking to a country that 
neither wants to pay the price of victory 
or defeat in Southeast Asia. It wants out 
without seeming to give up, and. Nixon 
understands this yearning very well. 

Accordingly, he passed over lightly 
the division in. the country over the 
invasion, the weakness of the Cambodian 
Government, ‘the extension of the war, 
the uproar about Cambodia in the 
Senate, and the military problem next 
spring after another 150,000 Americans 
come. home. 

He dealt primarily with the immedi- 
ate problem and concentrated on the 
immediate military success. He had been 
criticized unmercifully, he said, for going 
into Cambodia, but the invasion was an 
unqualified success which crippled the 
enemy, demonstrated the growing confi- 
dence, skill and valor of the South 
Vietnamese, saved American lives, 
shortened the war, and-reassured his 
time-table for bringing the boys back 
home. 


Non-Arguable 


Who wants to argue against all this— 
especially since it will take at least a 
year to estimate the strategic effects of 
the invasion? Nobody is in a position to 
question the President's figures on the 
captured enemy equipment. Nobody is 
against saving American lives, shorten- 
ing the war, “or bringing the U.S 
expeditionary forces back home. The 
President’s appeal for popular support 
came during the Senate debate on 
limiting his authority in Cambodia — 
and he timed the withdrawal of 50,000 
more men from Vietnam for Oct. 15, just 
before the November Congressional 
elections. 

His military strategy is not so clear, 


and it bas obviously changed since he 


launched the invasion. Originally, he left 
the impression that once the Communist 
sanctuaries in Cambodia were destroyed, 
all. U.S. military action in that country 
would’ cease. In his latest report, 
however, the President confirmed that 
while all U.S. ground troops would be 
withdrawn by July 1, he would insist on 
the right to go back in with “‘air 
missions to interdict the movement of 
enemy troops and material where I find 
this necessary to protect.the lives and 
security of our forces in South Vietnam.” 

Aso, when the President ordered the 
invasion of Cambodia, he said at his May 
8 news conference that he expected that 
the South Vietnamese troops would come 
out approximately at the same lime (by 
July 1), “because when we come out, our 
logistical support and air support will 
also come out with them.” 

In his TV broadcast, however, Nixon 


put no limit on the South Vietnamese 
“activity in Cambodia in the future — 
after their withdrawal from the sanctu- 
aries — (it) will be determined by the 
actions of the enemy."'“In other words, 
they would be free to act as they pleased 
against the enemy in Cambodia and be 
assured that American air power would 
at least bomb the North Vietnamese 

Tt would be easy to be cynical about 
all this, but one should be very careful. 
The President has said publicly that he 
expected the violent reaction he got to 
the Cambodian invasion, but if our 
reports are even reasonably accurate, he 
was startled by the opposition both at 
home and abroad, and is now determined 
to speed up the withdrawal of American 
troops from the battlefield 


Negotiation Hope 


No doubt. he is still hoping that his 
bold’ and unexpected lynge into Cam- 
bodia will persuade the enemy to make a 
negotiated settlement. He almost pleaded 
with them in his broadcast to do so, and 
threatened them with the consequences 
if they didn't, offering them to choose 
between his hand and his fist, but there 
is no evidence here that they will accept 
his. offer or be intimidated by his 
threats. 

Accordingly, we can only guess at 
what he is doing in the face—of—this 
dilemma, The guess here is that, while 
he still hopes the North Vietnamese will 
compromise, and the South Vietnamese 
will be able to defend and unify their 
country on their own, he is determined 
to pull out, and is preparing the way to 
do so, regardless of what the North or 
the South Vietnamese do. 

. This is a very delicate operation. It 
involves proclaiming victory and con- 
demning his critics, while pulling out as 
fast as he can. Peace and withdrawal 
were the main themes of his TV 
broadcast, and while they were blurred 
by his. political manoeuvres, by his 
claims of victory and the glory of the 
South Vietnamese, it would probably be 
wise to wait and see whether he is not 
Teally following the policy of Sen. Aiken 
of claiming victory and coming home.

surprised and disappointed to find that 
the new. hours have reverted to the 
original ones that leave the children's 
department closed except from 12 to 5:30 
p.m. on weekdays. 

When I asked two members of the 
staff the reason for this regressive step I 
was told resignedly that they had no idea 
and had been given no explanation 
themselves. 

The disadvantages of these hours 
have been discussed before in your 
newspaper. In addition to discouraging 
family trips to the library, the present 
hours are poor for most pre-schoolers 
who are least alert at that time. 

Though we have been assured that the 
recent cutback in library staff will not 
Teduce services, a comparison of those 
we have now and those in other cities 
shows that-the services in the Children’s 
Library, at any rate, were inadequate in 
the first place.

our control—or is it lack of eonfrel?—of ‘the 
physical universe. 

In a laboratory at 125 University Ave., Madison, Wis.,: 
a 48-year old chemist from India — Dr. Har Gobind 
Khorana — has made a gene. It is the first completely 
synthetic copy of one.of the chemical molecules that 
directs life processes. 

“It is the beginning of the end.” This was the 
immediate reaction to this news from the science attache 
at one of Washington’s major embassies. If you can make 
genes, he explained, you can eventually make new viruses 
for which there are no cures. 

“Any little country with good biochemists could make 
such biological weapons. It would take only a small 
laboratory. If it canbe done, someone will do it.”” - 

Dr. Salvador Luria, Nobel Prize-winning biologist at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, commented: “The 
idea of creating organisms or using genetic weapons is

certainly feasible, but it is almost science fiction. 
Unfortunately, science fiction has the bad habit of coming 
true.” 

Some day, fears Dr. George Kistiakowsky, who was 
science adviser,to President Eisenhower, a new Hitler 
may be able to “reproduce hundreds of tis own replicas" 
— new men, made to order. 

Dr. Joshua Lederberg, another Nobelist, demurs. He 
thinks such conjecture is “based on an exaggerated 
mystique about the importance of the genes compared 
with other far more accessible influences on the 
development of human nature explicit genetic 
engineering in man faces enormous technological 
obstacles” and “promises to be an obsolete concept 
before it can have much practical application.” 

Yet Lederberg believes that strings of nucleotides — 
parts of genes — will indeed be built ‘‘anywhere in the 
next 20.years’” to add to more complicated natural 
molecules to make “far more sophisticated vaccines” 
against deadly diseases. 

Khorana himself. points to the possibility of injecting 
man-made genes into future children to cure or prevent 
genetic diseases, like diabetes and some mental illnesses. 

And “‘in the long distance future,’’ believes this quiet 
University of Wisconsin scientist, who is suddenly 
famous, there might indeed be “genetic planning of 
individuals, tailoring people to fit patterns.” This, he 
adds, is surely “‘a very, very long time off."’ 

During budget debates a year ago in the Wisconsin 
State Senate — just a mile. from the-state university — 
Republican Majority Leader Ernest Keppler of Sheboygan 
was fuming at the high salaries paid some professors. 

“How about this Har Gobind Khorana?" he said, 
glancing down his list. “Any of you know him?” 

Khorana, who actually had earned the Nobel Prize for 
earlier work the year before, did not reply. This was 
characteristic. A man who recetved his first four years’ 
schooling under a tree_(there was no schoolhouse in his 
Indian village), a man who struggled all his early years 
to win education, and a man who is shy to the point of 
near-jitters when he must face an audience -was 
immersed only in work. His work was the gene. 

The Austrian monk, Gregor Mendel, first theorized in 
1866 that there must be such a “unit of heredity.” Not

until the 20th century did scientists begin isolating the 
nuclei from .certain cells and extracting complex 
chemicals, which they named “‘nucleic” acids. 

Only in the 1940s did anyone begin to point to these 
acids — DNA (deoxyribonucleic acid) and RNA 
(ribonucleic acid )— and say: ““These must transfer 
genetic characteristics.” Only in 1953 did Dr. James 
Watson and Sir Francis Crick, -1962 “Nobelists, describe 
the shape of the heredity-determining molecule: a double 
helix. 

A gene, we know now, is DNA. It is a two-stranded 
DNA molecule, with the strands twisted around each 
other like an elongated double pretzel. Each strand’ is 
made mainly of four basic chemicals — its nucleotides or 
bases — repeated again and again im various three- 
nucleotide combinations. 

These combinations are the genetic code, the 
language by which the DNA orders the cell’s other

message to do this is copied onto a matching messenger- 
RNA molecule-— matching is the master DNA base for 
base — which carries it to a.workbench in the cell called 
a ribosome. There it meets a matching transfer-RNA 
molecule carrying the amino acid-building blocks to make 
the necessary protein. 

The DNA molecule that Khorana chose to manufac- 
ture is one whose job isto produce a transfer-RNA to 
carry the amino acid, alanine, in yeast celis. He chose it 
because the structure of the RNA — genetic shorthand 


— was known, He could thus figure backward to deduce _ 


the structure of the DNA molecule that made it. 

In five years of vast human effort, working with 
Many eager young assistants, losing sleep, undergoing 
great tension and many failures, exhibiting huge patience 
— meditating often on the shores of Madison’s lovely 
Lake Mendota or in the Wisconsin woods — in endless 
chemical legerdemain inside test tubes and beakers, this 
dark, silent scientist : : 

@ First joined the four DNA base chemicals (which 
are adenine, thymine, guanine and cytosine) into a 
number of short single-stranded segments with these 
bases in proper sequence. 

@ Fitted segment to segment to produce double 
Strands asin natural DNA, but with a single piece 
protruding at each end: a “sticky” place (by his 
description) where another sticky-ended double strand 
could eventually take hold. 


@ Persuaded the ends of the fragments to join, 
finally, by adding a kind of repair or joining enzynie. 
called DNA-4igase (discovered only in- 1967, in five 
different laboratories). ? 

Except for testing and difficulties and-learning as 
they went along, this was all there was to it, Except it 
took half a decade. 

It also took a strikingly international parade of 
youthful assistants. Khorana last week credited several of 
them with key roles: Cittorio Sgarameila of Italy, Hans 
van de Sande, Netherlands; Kjell Kleppe, Norway; Ashok 
Jumar and Naba Gupta, India; E. Ohtsuka, Japan; Hans 
Weber and Hénri.Buchi, Switzerland; and one American, 
Marvin Caruthers of Des Moines, Iowa. 

“It’s been so long since I've gone to a party where 
there were other Americans, I don’t remember what it’s 
like,”” Caruthers recently said with a grin. :

I'll 
accept change, which is in- 
evitable and frequently bene- 
ficial.

But on one particular point, 
T’m touchy. I resent and wijl

But we don’t 
take kindly to those who try 
to insist that we do things in 
the alien manner they want.

Sociologist’s Study Finds Violence Key Influence

Watching television is an 
escape into fantasy for most 
children, according to a study

More than half the young- 
sters who filled out question- 
naires for Dr. Godwin Chu 
said their favorite programs 
were those which feature 
violence. .

Jim Cumming was. refer- 
Ting to a statement from 
Haddock earlier this. week_in 
which the Victoria mayor is 
reported as saying the 150-bed 
extended care addition 
planned for St. Joseph’s could 
go ahead in two weeks now 
that the city and _ hospital 
have resolved a prolonged 
problem over road patterns. 

The fact that the hospital 
Society and the administration 
of Victoria have reached an 
understanding which is ac- 
ceptable to Health Minister 
Ralph Loffmark is “interest- 


ing, and certainly a step 
forward,” said Cumming. 
“But it is nonsense to state 
the hospital could go ahead in 
two weeks.” 

It isthe regional’-hogpital 
district which will purchase 
the needed land and the 
Sisters of St. Ann who own 
the land in question. 
HAVEN'T STARTED 

Negotiations between these 
parties haven't even begun. 

And even when a land deal 
between them is reached, the 
voters still have to approve

“A children’s book is hard 
to define.”” says Ann O’Brien, 
newly-appointed children's 
librarian for the Greater 
Victoria Public Library. 

“If it is a good book, it 
appeals to all ages, including 
adults. If it’s not good, it will 
sit on the shelves.” 

There is a corollary to this. 
A so-called adult book will 
draw readers from the junior 
secondary school level. 

For this reason, books such 
as Werner Richter’s Bismark, 
Cc’ 'S. Lewis’ science fiction, 
and Mirvish's The last 
Capitalist can be found on the 
senior shelves of the library's 
Youth Department 


TEEN ROMANCES 

There are also the predict- 
able boy’s adventure and the 
girl’s romancé.novels found in 
the teen section, along with 
Bronte books. 

“In book selection, we try 
to reflect youth’s wide inter- 
ests," says Mrs. O’Brien 

The Klien book on surfing 
rubs covers with a how-to on 
yoga.’ Historical biographies 
vie with science texts. 

However, Mrs. O’Brien 
says, the public library is not 


trying to compete with or- 


replace the school library. 

“We're supplementing the 
students” reading. The school 
library’ reflects the curricu- 
lum, We try to reflect the 
eurriculum and the students’ 
outside interests."’ 

Choosing books for pre- 
school and elementary 
children is as difficult as 
choosing for older readers, 
Mrs. O'Brien said.

We rely a good deal on 
library review magazines and 
other review, media.” 

Several times a year the 
librarians go to Seattle to a 
book selection meeting. 
There, they read as Many as 
they can. 

Again, unfortunately, the 
bulk of available book 
material.comes from south of 
the border,. says Mrs. 
O’Brien, and careful selection 
must be used. 

Right new, the main theme 
in American books for chil- 
dren is life in urban society. 
A recurring plot is how the 
ghetto child comes to accept 
the life around him. 


REFLECTS PERIOD 

“Literature, whether it is 
for adults or for children, 
reflects the time in which it is 
written. Dickens wrote for his 
period; our authors write for 
this time.” 

That still leaves the matter 
of choosing books which are 
relevant to a Victoria reader- 
ship. 

A good children’s book will 
“‘ring true’’ and the setting in 
New York or Vancouver will 
make little difference. 
Charles Dicken’s English 
classics have as much appeal 
as Lyn Cook’s modern Ca- 
nadian works. 

“Children are not preju- 
diced. If it is appealing, they 
will read it.” 

Mrs. O’Brien has had more 
than 20 years experience in 
public and school libraries. 
She holds degrees in hostory 
and library science, and 
speaks several languages. 

Her work -has_ included 
librarianships at the Uni- 
versity of. Conneticut pilot 
high school and in a neuro- 
psychiatric library. 

Currently a resident of Mill 
Bay, Cobble Hill, Mrs 
O’Brien has a son, 15, and a 
daughter, eight months.

Czech Designers Ignored by Factories 


By MARGARET NESS 


PRAGUE (CP) Mini- 
skirts aren't plentiful in the 
streets of this lovely Czecho- 
slovakia capital, and the older 
women don’t seem to be fash- 
ion-conscious at all—whether 
for political reasons or other- 
wise. 

Livia Roubickova, a de- 
signer with the state-owned 
Institute of Interior and Fash- 
ion Design, says that women 
over. 40 in the Communist 
world just aren’t interested 
enough in themselves, not 
even to the extent of using 
makeup. 

Certainly this lack of fash- 
ion interest among the older 
women isn’t the fault of the 


- institute, which North Ameri- 


can fashion writers would con- 
sider as avant garde as any in 
the world. Its designers are 
allowed to go to Paris and 
London to study the latest 
trends, even though the Com- 
munist higher-ups don’t en- 
courage their citizens to 
travel abroad. 


BAPPORT LACKING 


The trouble seems to be a 
lack of rapport between the 
designers and the foundry 
type. of dress production at 
the manufacturing level. The 
institute has a team of six de- 
Signers—one is a. man—who 
create the Prague collections 
but theh must submit them to 
the state-owned manufactur- 
ing industry for production. 

But the catch is that the 
manufacturers can alter the 
designs to more-conservative 
styling, which the designers 
find frustrating. 

The largest manufacturer is 
Great National Enterprises in 
northern Moravia, producing 
women's coats, dresses and 
costumes, There's another 
factory for women’s clothes, 
and for children’s, in Prague 
itself. The other seven facto- 
ries are scattered in Moravia 
and Slovakia.

STATUS OF WOMEN 


lron Curtain Trends Show 
Jobs Alone Don't Liberate 


By SUSAN BECKER 
(First of Two Articles) 


OTTAWA (CP) — Sylvia 
Gelber, director of the 
women’s bureau for the fed- 
eral labor department, is all 
for seeing that men and 
women share equal opportu- 
nity in the work world. 

As Canadian representative 
on the United Nations com- 
mission on the status of 
women, she’s seeing the 
trends in other countries 
some she finds surprising. 


She.was “flabbergasted” 
recently by a stand taken by 
Communist-countries at a 
meeting in Geneva of the 32- 
member commission. 

“The U.S.S.R.- boasts that 
about 80- per cent of» its 
doctors are women and about 
50 per cent of its engineers 
are women and frankly, in 
my naivete, I assumed that 
the status of women in Russia 
is relatively satisfactory,’ she 
said. 

But one member of the 
Communist bloc. had proposed 
a resolutionas king for special 
privileges in labor legislation 
for women and criticizing the 
International Labor Organiza- 
tion for failing to provide 
such standards. 

She asked if this meant 
labor regulations for working 
women should be raised to 
the level of those for men. 

Communist delegates re- 
plied that women should have 
privileges beyond those of 
men — such as better retire- 
ment benefits. 


DIDN'T GET ANSWER 

“In trying to understand 
this, I said:, ‘Look, if you 
want equality, what is the 
basis for asking more for 
women than for men?’ 

“T mever got a specific 
answer but I started asking a 
lot of questions behind the 
scenes. 

“My impression 1s that 
while in Russia women have 
been encouraged to. get an 
education and to enter profes- 
sional activities equal to or 
exceeding those of men, that 
in: the homes_the_.women in 
Iron Curtain countries are 
still in the 9th century. 

“So. the Russian, working 
woman has twice the load of 
the working woman in our 
society.”

Miss Gelber says she is not 
ériticizing Russia because 
Canadians aren't in a position 
to criticize others. 

CHARTER FOR MOTHERS 

During its meeting the UN 
commission came up with two 
main resolutions which must 
be referred for approval to 
the United Nations Economic 
and. Social Council for ayj- 
proval. 

Although she is not anxious 
to talk.about them in detail 
until they are accepted for 
fear some changes may be 
made, Miss Gelber said one 
deals with a long-term pro- 
gram for. women’s advance- 
ment. | 

The other is what she calls | 
the “charter of the unmarried | 
mother.” It was introduced 
by Norway and seconded by 
Canada. | 

“Tt recommends that an 
unmarried mother have the 
same legal rights with respect 
to her child as a married 
mother,” Miss Gelber said. 

“Unmarried mothers with 
children in some _ countries 
are often-subject-to legat-and 
social discrimination although 
they assume a heavy respon 
sibility.” 

Seated in her 12th-floor 
Ottawa office bright with | 
paintings and sprinkled with 
books on human rights, Miss 
Gelber turned to. the working | 
weman in Canada. 

“Quite obviously we're far 
beyond the- stage where it 
should *be discussed whether | 
it is right or wrong for a 
woman to work outside the | 
home,” she said. | 


NOW IT’S FACT

society has yet to work out 
proper provision for the care 
of pre-school children and 
working. mothers.”

It is the United Naticns, a 
quarter-century old this year. 

Twenty-five years ago the 
representatives of 50 countries 
met in San Francisco as the 
Second World War was draw- 
ing to a close. Their objective 
was to work out the final de- 
tails of a world organization 
dedicated to peace and pros- 
perity for mankind. 

After three months the rep- 
resentatives agreed on a 
charter and on Oct. 24, 1945, 
that charter came into effect. 


- Resolves Noble 


The founding nations, and 
those that followed them, re- 
solved to combine to accom- 
plish the aims of an end to the 
“scourge of war’ and to pro- 
mote fundamenta human 
rights, social progress,- better 
standards of life and to ‘‘prac- 
tise.tolerance and live to- 
gether in-peace with one an- 
other as good neighbors.” 

The ringing declarations of 
the charter were heady stuff 
for a world still staggering 
from the conflict that mem- 
bers of the predecessor organ- 
ization, the League of Nations, 
had been unable to prevent. 

The idea of a new organiza- 
tion had grown from a meet- 
ing of Allied representatives 
in London in 1941 through the 
Atlantic Charter of the same 
year and meetings in Wash- 
ington—the Declaration of the 
UN by 26 Allies in 1942—Teh- 
ran and Dumbarton Oaks. 

The founding fathers may 
have had some reservations. 
But for most of the world the 
new organization, offered hope 
for the future. 

Today,, in the silver anniver- 
sary year, the “scourge of 
war” remains. Billions are 
being spent on armaments 
and only a fraction of that on 
aid to the needy. Few coun- 
tries—Canada included—have 
met the UN goal of one per 
cent of the gross national 
product dedicated to helping 
the less fortunate. 


Work for Control 


The first order of business 
of the first General Assembly 
—partly on the initiative of 
Canada—in January, 1946, 
was control of nuclear arma- 
ments. Today the world still is 
struggling with the problem 
as nuclear stockpiles get 
larger and deadlier, 

The UN was more or less 
Successful with the first politi- 
cal problem before it, al- 
though the Soviet Union cast 
the first of more than 100 ve- 
toes in the Security Council. 
That was when Iran de- 
manded withdrawal ‘of Soviet 
troops from her territory. The 
Russians cast their veto but 
withdrew their troops. 

Since then its political rec- 
ord is a matter of debate. It 
has been learned that a couR- 
“try can defy the UN and live. 
It has been learned that the 
UN.can be invaluable in a dis- 
pute, but settlements probably 
must be achieved elsewhere. 
In the words of. Secretary- 
General U Thant, the UN still 
falls short of being a world 
parliament.

Problems Chase Out 


Problems are not often 
solved—some of the world’s 
problems, population for in- 
stance, appear virtually to 
defy solution, But they are 
brought out for all to see and 

‘the greatest minds on earth 
can be directed at them. 

The “Green Revolution,” 
under which countries such as 
India are approaching self- 
sufficiency in domestically 
produced staples, was helped 
by the UN. 

The late secretary-general 
Dag Hammarskjeld_is known 
to have felt that the Suez cri- 
sis of 1956 could have devel- 
oped _into.a-cataclysmic cen- 
flict had it not been for the 
UN. 

If that is to be believed, 
perhaps the Suez period might 
be called the UN's finest hour. 
The General Assembly was 
called ‘to deal with the inva- 
sion of Egypt by Israel, 
France and Britain because 
the veto-bound Security Coun- 
cil was unable to act. The 
General Assembly acted 
swiftly on the recommenda- 
tion of Canada’s Lester Pear- 
son to send a UN force to the 
area. 

For 10 years that force, cre- 
ated over the objections of the 
Soviet Union, kept what 
passed for peace in the area. 

Its withdrawal by Thant 
still is a matter of contro- 
versy, and the whole question 
of peacekeeping brought the 

—UN:into crisis in the 1960s. 
Experts, including Canada, 
are still meeting to find an ac- 
ceptable formula for UN 
peace forces. 


Mid-East in Crisis 

The Middle East was in cri- 
sis when the UN was born— 
Israel often is called a child 
of the UN—and it is today. 

But every world crisis has 
touched this organization, and 
the UN has been directly in- 
volved in some of them. Some 
are fading into history: the 
Greek government’s battle 
with communism; the birth 
pains of Indonesia, Nigeria, 
Tunis, Morocco and .others; 
American landings in Leba- 
non, among others. 

Others flare up _periodi- 
cally: the India-Pakistan dis- 
pute over Kashmir—Canadi- 
ans still are members of the 
long-established observer 
force there—for instance. 

Still others remain fresh: 
the Soviet invasions of Hun- 
gary and Czechoslovakia; the 
bitter days of, The Congo 
peace force—more, Canadians 
there—and the rectiminations 
on UN force debt répayment 
afterward; the Korean, War; 
the Cyprus dispute—Canadi- 
ans there still. 

The Vietnam war, 


formally, has permeated the 
atmosphere here for years. 

Meanwhile, the UN—a fol- 
lower not a leader—has 
changed with the world. In 
the early days it virtually was 
the preserve ofthe West, with 
the Soviet Union forced to use 
the -veto frequently to pre- 
serve its interests.

UNITED NATIONS (CP) —

It is the United Nations, a 
quarter-century old this year. 

Twenty-five years ago the 
representatives of 50 countries 
met in San Francisco as the 
Second World War was draw- 
ing to a close, Their objective 
was to work out the final de- 
tails of a world organization 
dedicated to peace and pros- 
perity for mankind, 

After three months the rep- 
resentatives agreed ona 
charter and on Oct. 24, 1945, 
that charter came into effect. 


Resolves Noble 

The founding nations, and 
those that followed them, re- 
solved to combine to accom- 
plish the aims of an end to the 
“scourge of war’’ and to pro- 
mote fundamentas human 
rights, social progress, better 
standards of life and to ‘“‘prac- 
tise tolerance and live to- 
gether in peace with one an- 
other as good neighbors.” 

The ringing declarations of 
the charter were heady stuff 
for a world still staggering 
from the conflict that mem- 
bers of the predecessor organ- 
ization, the League of Nations, 
had been unable to prevent. 

The idea of a new organiza- 
tion had grown from a meet- 
ing of Allied representatives 
in London in 1941 through the 
Atlantic Charter of the same 
year and meetings in Wash- 
ington—the Declaration of the 
UN by 26 Allies in 1942—Teh- 
ran and Dumbarton Oaks. 

The founding fathers may 
have had some reservations. 
But for most of the world the 
new organization offered hope 
for the future. 

Today, in the silver anniver- 
sary year, the, “scourge of 
war” remains. Billions are 
being. spent on armaments 
and only a fraction of that on 
aid to the needy. Few coun- 
tries—Canada included—have 
met the UN. goal of ome per 
cent of the gross national 
product dedicated to helping 
the less fortunate. 


Work for Control 


The first order of business 
of the first General Assembly 
—partly on the initiative of 
Canada—in January, 196, 
was control of nuclear arma- 
ments. Today the world still is 
struggling with the problem 
as nuclear stockpiles get 
larger and deadlier. 

The UN was more or less 
successful with the first politi- 
cal problem before it, —al- 
though the Soviet Union cast 
the first of more than 100 ve- 
toes in the Security Council. 
That was* when Iran de- 
manded withdrawal of Soviet 
troops from her territory. The 
Russians cast their veto but 
withdrew their troops. 

Since then its political rec- 
ord is a matter of debate. It 
has been learned that a coun- 
try can defy the UN and live. 
It has been learned that the 
UN can be invaluable in a dis- 
pute, but settlements probably 
must be achieved elsewhere. 
In the words of Secretary- 
General U Thant, the UN still 
falls short of being a world 

parliament. 


But, as this anniversary 
year moves on, many are ex- 
pected to say that the exist- 
ence of the UN probably pre-

Problems Come Out 


Problems are not often 
solved—some of the world’s 
problems, population for in- 
stance, appear virtually to 
defy solution. But they are 
brought eut for all to see and 
the greatest minds on earth 
can be directed at them. 

The “Green Revolution,” 
under which countries such as 
India are approaching self- 
sufficiency in domestically 
produced staples, was helped 
by the UN. ' 

The late secretary-general 
Dag Hammarskjold is known 
to have felt that the Suez-cri- 
sis of 1956 could have devel- 
oped intoa cataclysmic con- 
flict had it not been for the 
UN. 

If that is to be believed, 
perhaps the Suez period might 
be called the UN’s finest hour. 
The General Assembly was 
called to deal with the inva- 
sion of Egypt by Israel, 
France and Britain because 
the veto-bound Security Coun- 
cil was unable to act. The 
General Assembly acted 
swiftly on the recommenda- 
tion of Canada’s Lester Pear- 
son to send a UN force to the 
area. 

For 10 years that force, cre- 
ated over the objections of the 
Soviet Union, kept what 
passed for peace in the area. 

Its withdrawal by Thant 
still is a matter of contro- 
versy, and the whole question 
of peacekeeping brought the 
UN into crisis in the 1960s. 
Experts, including. Canada, 
are still meeting to find an ac- 
ceptable formula for UN 
peace. forces, . 


Mid-East in Crisis 

The Middle East was in cri- 
sis when the UN was born— 
Israel often is called a child 
of the UN—and iit‘is today. 

But every world crisis has 
touched this organization, and 
the UN has been directly in- 
volved in some of them. Some 
are fading into history: the 
Greek government’s battle 
with communism; the birth 
pains of Indonesia, Nigeria, 
Tunis, Morocco and others; 
American landings in Leba- 
non, among others. 

Others flare up  periodi- 
cally: the India-Pakistan dis- 
pute over Kashmir—Canadi- 
ans still are members of the 
long-established observer 
force there—for instance. 

Still others remain fresh: 
the Soviet invasions of Hun- 
gary and Czechoslovakia; the 
bitter days of The Congo 
peace force—more Canadians 
there—and the recriminations 
on UN force debt repayment 
afterward; the Korean War; 
the Cyprus dispute—Canadi-

ans there still. 
The Vietnam war, which 
never came before the UN 
formally, has permeated the 
atmosphere here for years. 
Meanwhile, the UN—a fol- 
lower not a leader—has 
changed with the world. In 
the early days it virtually was 
the preserve of the West, with 
the Soviet Union forced to use 
the veto frequently to pre- 
serve its interests.

in the black community and 
committed themselves to

The Arab _ guerrilla 
revolt against the Jor- 
danian government con- 
tinued to rage in the 
streets of Amman, the 
capital, today despite an 
announced ceasefire pact 
reached between King 
Hussein and rebel leader 
Yasir Arafat, head of the 
commandos’ supreme 
council. 

A dispatch received in 
Washington just before 
noon said all telephone 
and electric power serv- 
ice has failed in the 
Jordanian capital, and 
gunfire in the streets has 
made it impossible to re- 
main outside. 


Guerrilla sources in Leba- 
non said the government 
troops, some of which had 
been pulled back from the 
Jordan River-Israel front. to 
deal with the “insurrection, 
were shelling all areas in- 
habited by Palestinian Arabs, 
including refugee camps. 

The Arab revolt, which 
exploded into open warfare 
Tuesday, is being led by 
guerrilla extremists who seek 
a more aggressive stance by 
Jordan against Israel. 


A spokesman of Al Fatah, 
the largest guerrilla organiza- 
tion in the Middle East, said 
in Beirut that there had been 
scores of casualties, including 
women and children, in the 
bombardment of one camp 
that is the site of the 
headquarters of the radical 
popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine 

Observers in Lebanon said

Sociologist’s Study Finds Violence Key Influence

Watching television is an 
escape into fantasy for most 
children, according to a study 
being conducted by a Uni- 
versity of Victoria sociologist. 

More than half the young- 
sters who filled out question- 
naires for Dr. Godwin Chu 
said their favorite programs 
were those which feature 
violence. 

“The trend is quite clear,” 
Chu said. “Most of them 
watch television to get enter- 
tainment. and relaxation. The 
things they prefer are fantasy- 
type programs.” 

The Uvic sociologist began 
his study about a year ago 


with a. $2,500 Canada Council 
grant, and plans to wind it up 
early this fall. 

“Our main objective is to 
learn about television's role in 
the socialization process of a 
child.”

Jim Cumming was refer- 
ring to a statement from 
Haddock earlier this week in 
which the Victoria mayor is 
reported as saying the 150-bed 
extended care addition 
planned for St. Jogeph’s could 
go ahead in two weeks now 
that the city and hospital 
have resolved a prolongued 
problem over road patterns. 

The fact that the hospital 
society and the administration
